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"Twas Only Yesterday" 

Greenbelt’s Pioneers Meet and Dance 
Again in Their Community Building

The sounds of Benny 
Goodman and Glenn Miller 
filled Greenbelt Center 
School's auditorium Friday 
night as about 350 pioneers 
and present residents min¬ 
gled at the " 'Twas only 
Yesterday” reunion-dance. 

Sponsored by the Greenbelt 
Lions and Lion Belles, the dance 
was one of the weekend activi¬ 
ties celebrating the 45th anniver¬ 
sary of Greenbelt and the 100th 
anniversary of the birth of the 
President, Franklin Delano Roos¬ 
evelt, under whom the town came 
into being. In the Center School 
gymnasium, where all the early 
dances were held, this gala event 
brought some of the earliest 
Greenbelters together again. ^ 

Although many former resi¬ 
dents had not been to Greenbelt 
for years, it was as though they 
had never left Everybody re¬ 
membered everybody; friends 
were’ reunited to exchange today’s 
news and yesterday’s memories 
and the setting was appropriate. 
Outlining the auditorium were 
scattered photos of early Green¬ 
belt settlers standing proudly by 
their homesteads. Pictures of for¬ 
mer baseball heroes and beauty 
contestants formed another 
group, their signatures scribbled 
next to their pictures. And of 
course photos of both President 
and Eleanor Roosevelt visiting 
the newly developed city were on 
display—next to an overview pic¬ 
ture of the completed Greenbelt. 

Joanne Kellaher, 38 (daughter 
of Leo and Juliet Slaughter), 
who has lived in Greenbelt since 
she was two, said that she 
“loved Greenbelt then and loves 
Greenbelt now.” She described the 
town as convenient, friendly and 
“great for kids.” 

“Greenbelt has so much to offer 
young kids,” she continued, il¬ 
lustrating her comment with such 
assets as the Center, close schools 
and the lake and park area. 

When “I’m Beginning to See 
the Light” was playing, Don and 
Lucy Wolfe glided across the 
dance floor. Don had played base¬ 
ball for the Greenbelt Shamrocks 
and was the recreation coach 
from 1947-1952. Don and Lucy 
acknowledged that although 
Greenbelt has been subject to 
“changes with the times,” they 
still enjoy the atmosphere and 
way of life here. 

The clock struck nine and it 
was jitterbug time. Sock hoppers 
bopped to “Pennsylvania Six-Mve 
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Thousand.” Crowds rushed to the 
floor and demonstrated with pride 
their special variations of the 
jitterbug. Others, enthusiastically 
looking on, were too busy catch¬ 
ing up on the latest with friends 
and neighbors to participate. 

Awards 

An ultimate delight, and per¬ 
haps the highlight of the evening, 
was the presentation of awards 
to some well-deserving Green- 
belters. 

The first award went to Bertha 
Bonham, 90, for being the oldest 
mother present. 

The oldest father award was 
given to Gladstone S. Lewis, 85, 
who had received a citation of 
congratulations from President 
and Mrs. Reagan. Lewis gave 
a powerful and enlightening 
speech that brought tears to the 
eyes of some early citizens. 

The award for the oldest child 
born in Greenbelt was presented 
to 44-year-old Susan Cockill 
(Rogers). Susan arrived at the 
Greenbelt Hospital (where the 
dentists’ offices are now) before 
her mother. She was born at 
home and carried to the hospital 
by a neighbor. 

Some other winners were: De- 
lores Capotosto, who has the 
most children in Greenbelt (she 
has 12); Marita and Stanley Pro¬ 
vost, the longest married couple 
who were originally married here 
(they’ve been man and wife for 
39 years; George Davidson, who 
traveled the farthest (from Cali¬ 
fornia) to attend the reunion; 
and Ed and Annie Halley, who 
have lived in the same house 
(62-B Crescent Rd. since October, 
1937) and still reside there at the 
same address. “Greenbelt is like 
one big happy family,” said an 
ecstatic Annie Halley. The Hal¬ 
leys, who will celebrate their 50th 
wedding anniversary on October 
15. added that they plan to con¬ 
tinue to live in Greenbelt—after / 
all, there is no use breaking a 
record! 

And finally the moment every¬ 
one was waiting for—presenta¬ 
tion of the award for the first 
family of Greenbelt. The daugh¬ 
ter of Sgt. Julian Ashley accept¬ 
ed the award on behalf of the 
Ashley family. The Ashleys mov¬ 
ed into their home in Greenbelt 
on September 30, 1937. 

The presentation of these 
awards encouraged a few of those 
present to make comments such 
as, “Donny Wolfe was the best 
baseball player,” “Mrs. Steinle 
always had the most beautiful 
yard,” “Mrs, Halley looks just as 
X remember her (30 years ago).” 
But unfortunately there just were 
not enough hours in the evening 
to formally express such compli¬ 
ments to all of Greenbelt’s re¬ 
markable pioneers. 

Among those attending, includ¬ 
ing Mayor Richard Castaldi, was 
a former Greenbelt resident, Isi¬ 
dore Parker. Washington Post 
cartoonist and former editor of 
the “Cooperator” (now Greenbelt 
News Review). Parker said he 


.was glad that the paper (which 
he said earned him the experience 
he needed to be what he is to¬ 
day) is still “a unifying influence 
in this garden city.” He added, 
“It creates a sense of belonging.” 

Parker, best remembered by 
Greenbelters for his cartoon se¬ 
ries, “Greenbelt at the Cross¬ 
roads,” reminisced about a few 
amusing—at the time considered 
“unsightly”—occurrences in ear¬ 
ly Greenbelt. Parker recalled an 
incident in which the head of the 
Boy Scouts in Greenbelt, who 
was riding his bike at the Center, 
was arrested for wearing shorts 
that were part of his uniform. 

He went on to recall that it 
was also considered “unsightly” 
to hang out laundry on a Sunday. 

Parker described how row 
houses were assigned to families 
based on size. He said, “If there 
was a son and daughter, the fam¬ 
ily was eligible for a three-bed¬ 
room house, but if there were 
two sons or two daughters, they 
only qualified for a two-bedroom.” 

When asked if there were any 
changes that Parker disagreed 
with, he replied that he regret¬ 
ted that the town did not “keep 
to a cohesive plan.” 

Eleanor Ritchie, the 1944 copy 
editor for the “Cooperator,” also 
had some regrets. Although she 
expressed her admiration for the 
town of Greenbelt, she insisted 
that one of the town’s greatest 
attributes had been almost de¬ 
stroyed. “One of the nicest 
things about Greenbelt, was all 
the beautiful green trees that 
used to surround the area, but 
now if it wasn’t for the park, 
there wouldn’t be very many at 
all.” 

Ellen Linson, former director 
of the Prince Georges County 
Recreation Department, whose 
husband Pat ran Greenbelt’s 
movie house, won a door prize. 
More door prizes were distributed 
and jitterbug contest winners Bar¬ 
bara Lawson and Tom Freeman 
were congratulated. 

The warmest applause of the 
evening went not to an early resi¬ 
dent, but to Chester Draper, Re¬ 
gional Engineer for the Resettle¬ 
ment Administration and second 
in charge of the construction of 
Greenbelt during 1935 and ’36. A 
spritely 87 now, Draper told the 
pioneers. “I'll always have Green¬ 
belt in my heart.” 

It was ten o'clock and the audi¬ 
torium was still crowded, but Mar¬ 
ilyn Eshbaugh (Tastet) had a 
long ride home to Mount Vernon, 
Virginia. Eshbaugh, who was 
holding a plant she had won at 
the dance, said that she was tak¬ 
ing home with her some treas¬ 
ured memories. “I started first 
grade in this very school,” said 
Eshbaugh, adding that her hus¬ 
band’s work took them away 
from Greenbelt. Eshbaugh bub¬ 
bled, “I love it here and had a 
great time tonight!” 



The pedestrian overpass spanning the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway begins to take shape.

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The Perfect Tribute 

Although the expected centerpiece of the weekend — 
the formal dedication of a Greenbelt landmark to Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt — was missing from the commemoration 
festivities, what we were really celebrating, and why, was 
apparent everywhere. That was the spirit of the people set 
free by the changed circumstances that the New Deal 
vision made possible. Everywhere were current and old- 
time Greenbelters, embracing dear friends, recalling to¬ 
gether the turn in their lives in those dark Depression days 
that moving to Greenbelt had meant for them. 

“There were some failures,” as Sherrod East reminded 
us at the lakeside program on Sunday. “We were a close 
knit group, but we did not agree about everything.” And 
somehow that right to disagree — to work out our differ¬ 
ences, to forge our own destiny — was in retrospect a 
cherished value of life in Greenbelt. But even greater 
were the bonds of friendship and community that have held 
us together all these years. 

The politics of the New Deal was centered in improv¬ 
ing the lives of all the people. That these could be so richly 
enhanced by the very design of the city in which we dwelt 
was a noble vision. The houses so painstakingly constructed 
in those long ago days — these have endured. And so have 
the school, the swimming pool, the stores and theatre. 
They were built to last. But what in fact the designers 
forged was the spirit of community. 

For that achievement, the renewal of friendships dur¬ 
ing this past weekend was the perfect tribute to the Presi¬ 
dent whose centennial we gathered to celebrate.

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More Reminiscences 

To the Editor: 

I was very much interested in 
the reminiscences of early resi¬ 
dents of Greenbelt in the News 
Review of September 30, 1982. I 
wonder if your readers would be 
interested in reminiscences of one 
who was a neighbor rather than 
a residents 

My parents and I lived in East 
Riverdale during the days Green¬ 
belt was a-building and we some¬ 
times drove out to see how it was 
getting along. We couldn’t get 
into town, but we could get close 
enough to see the beehive of ac¬ 
tivity. It looked more like a gath¬ 
ering of workmen than a working 
crew because although all were 
doing something, there were so 
many of them we couldn’t see how 
they kept from getting tangled 
up. 

Then came open house. I’m sure 
it was a flat-top that we went 
into, but they may have had more 
than one kind open. We liked it, 
and felt it might be, the answer 
to our housing and financial prob¬ 
lems. There was a young girl tak¬ 
ing names and having people who 
qualified fill out applications. I 
spoke to her and told her that 
my mothter, father and I would 
like to apply; that my father’s 
tiny clergy pension and my small 
salary, as a government typist 
totaled about $1,920 a year, so we 
felt we would qualify. She said 
it was only for married couples 
with children. I said my parents 
were married and I was their 
child. She replied, "But the child 
cannot be the chief breadwinner.” 
Mary Jane Klnzer told me later 
that the young woman was mis¬ 
taken and salary was the quali¬ 
fication; however, we couldn't 
know that, so I was not an orig¬ 
inal resident. 

A curious thing about the dec¬ 
oration of the flat top houses 
seems not to have been mentioned 
by others. They were white, 
whether because painted or be¬ 
cause the cement was so new, 
and the little lines that look like 
rows of bricks sticking out be¬ 
tween the windows were painted 
pastels each building having the 
same color for all. Some were 
pink, some delicate yellow, some 
light green, and some light blue. 
It seems to me that I remember 
some orchid, too. I thought it was 
right pretty, but my father said 
it was too effeminate—not the 
colors a man would want on his 
house. Maybe other men felt the 
same way, and that is why they 
didn't continue it. 

Anyway, I finally got here and 
have been delighted for 19 years; 
I expect to continue to be.
